HONOLULU, July 2, via San 
cisco, July 31.—The city of Hilo 
spared. A change has taken place in the 
lava flow from the burning mountain of 
Mauna Loa. 

The change came oan the night of the 
18th. This news has just been received 
from the island of Hawaii, and is brought 
by a party of tourists from Hilo. 

The mighty stream of burning. lava 
which was steadily flowing toward Hilo 
and.threatening its destruction, has for- 
tupately been diverted in its course s0 
that the danger to life and property is 
less imminent than at the time of the 
previous mail advices from there. 

Ever since the flow began, July 4, the 
course of the principal stream of lava has 
been from the highest active cones down 
the mountain nearly due east, past all the 
sources of lava until it reached and partly 
crossed the flow of 1880. Then it turned 
abruptly to the north in the direction of 
Kalaieha on the side of Mauna Iwa. 

It spread all over the side of the moun- 
tain, occupying an area almost a mile wide. 
This was the condition of things up to the

THE FUTURE OF GEN. MILES. 
He Expects to Be in Fact What His 


Title Implies. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Gen. Miles has 
ever reason to believe that he will now 
be something more than Commanding Gen- 
eral in name only. It has been stated that 
Gen. Miles is preparing his case and that 
when the new Secretary takes office on 
Tuesday he purposes to demand his rights. 
This if not true. He simply intends to re- 
sume Bis former duties under the regula- 
tions. this way it wi.l devo.ve upon 
Secretary Root to raise any question con- 
cern.ng Gen. Miles’ duties and responsibil- 
ities, and not the Genera,. 

Gen. Miles does not expect anything but 
harmony, nor does Mr. Root. Mr. McKinley 
insists upon it. At the conference between 
the President and Gen. Miles the day be- 
fore Alger resigned the desirability of more 
pleasant relations between the Major-Gen- 
eral Commanding and the head of the War 
Department was emphasized and assur- 
ances were given that Gen. Miles would re- 
ce ve better treatment in the future, 

The new Secretary has already been re- 
quired by the President to g.ve Gen. Miles’ 
recommendations and views careful consid- 
eration. On his part, Gen. Miles will be 
expected to aid the Secretary in adminis- 
tering the affairs of the department dealing 
with the muitary situation in the Philip- 
pines. 


HONOLULU NAT.ONAL BANK. 


A Charter Has Beeu Procured and the 


Institution Will Be Started. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 31.—The tirst and 
national bank outside of the contin- 
boundaries of the United States is 
be established in Honolulu. Col, 
(. W. MeFarlane, who was chamberlain 
to Queen Liluokaiani, has arrived from the 
islands to perfect the organization of the 
bank and later to return with gold coin rep- 
resenting the stocks subscribed for by San 
Francisco and New York capitalists. A 
charter for the bank has already been pro- 
cured from the United States Government 
by Perry S. Heath, Assistant Postmaster- 
General, but it cannot be used until Con- 
el paces the Hawaiian Islands under 
the territorial laws of this country. In 
the meantime the new financial institution 
will be known as the First American Bank, 
a charter for which has just been granted 
by the Hawaiian Government. The cor- 
poration is capitalized at $1,000,000, and one- 
half of that amount will be in the vaults, 
as required by the ‘banking laws of the 
islands, when the bank opens its doors on

Thinks the Empleyes of New York 
Surface Railways Have Not Been 
Treated With Fairness. 


NEW YORK, July 31.—Bishop Potter has 
advised the leading membe:s of the Social 
Reform Club that he is now prepared to 
take up the work of organizing a perma- 
nent couyge!l! of mediation and conciliation 
with the purpose of preventing strikes by 
the surfaeg railway empicyes in New York. 
bEdward King of the Social Reform Cvub, 
in speaking of the matter, said: “It is 
quite true that Bishop Potter meditates or- 
ganizing such a board; he has, in fact, had 
it in mind for some time. He had tintend- 
ed sending a communication to the pa- 
pers on the subject of concitatlon just 
about the time it was reported that ne was 
to arbitrate the ,ecent differences between 
‘he surface raiiway companies and thet: em- 
ploves, His position tnen was that it was 
a-most hopeless to expect arbitrauion, and, 
besides that, he himseif had been requested 
by a labor man, through a newspaper 
friendly to the strike:s, 10 become an ar- 
bitrator. This the felt would be aimost 
sure to secure his rejection by the capital- 
ists. Hie thought, however, that by writ- 
ing to one or two newspapers which have 
ine conndence of capital, he might Lhereby 
secure some peimanent mode of arbitration, 
and it Was to this cid he intenaed communi- 
cating with the pregs. Seth Low, Felix 
Ad.er and Bishop ‘Potter are. the three 
men who have been selected by contending 
parties heretofore as arb}trators, and they 
are ali prominent on the -piesent Board of 
Mediation and Conciliation, which was or- 
iginasly organized by the labor peuple in 
connection wWi.h the ehuich association fur 
advancing the interests of labor. These 
.metl, and the majcrity of the board as well, 
object to offering their se.vices in strikes 
Which have taken place, except at the re- 
quest of Loth the parties concerned, as they 
feel that otherwisg they wouid be deemel 
not only offictous, but also to be seeking 
publicity. 

“The council Bishop Potter seeks to or- 
Sanize is to consist of representatives of 
the different surface railway employes’ 
unions, together with the presidents of all 
the railway companies. His purpose is, on 
the one hand, to prevent the inconvenience 
to the public which is attendant wpon a 
strike, and equally on the other the suf- 
ferings of the strikers «nd their families. 
He aiso thinks that in many instances the 
employes have not been treated with exact 
fairness, and that‘Tf the employers could be 
convinced of the justice of some of the 
grievances it would result in their saving 
great expense if they would treat with 
their employes directly and fairly, Bishop 
Potter has been led to this view by the 
success that nas attended certain industries 
which have avoided strikes for a long time 
by the use of permanent bouids of arbi- 
tration and conciliation. 

“Bishop Potter is at present the presi- 
dent of the New York Council of Media- 
tion and Conmeiliation, which consists of 28 
leading employers, professional men and 
representatives of trades vurions. This coun- 
cil was organized with a view to avoiding 
strikes,”’

Gov. Jones of Arkansas Sees No Rem- 
edy for Present Conditions.

Saia: 

“In my Judgment, the so-called delays In 
the administration of criminal law, so far 
as Arkansas is concerned, have not been 
the cause of the lynching of any person 
accused of crime. ‘The lynchings in this 
State have generally been in. cases of rape 
and attempted rape, and especially when 
the assault has been made by a regro upon 
a white woman. 

“This crime is so

hew severe the punishment or how speedy 
its infliction, cannot in my fudgment pre- 
vent lynchings when the accused falis into 
the hands of the enraged mobs. 

“IT can sucrgest no remedy, because there 
is none except the cessation of the crime 
itself.

The administrator's saiary will be 
$0000 per annum, and he is to execute ali 
saws in force in the Samoan Islands.

The: general pro- 
Visions of the act are to remain in force 
for three years, although [In the meantime 
special amendments may be adopted by the 
consent of the three powers with the ad- 
herence. of Samoa. ' 

In theft report the commissioners say: ‘In 
preparing these modifications and amend- 
ments our method has been to consider 
first what are the evils which have cause 
the recent troubles in Samoa, and the gen- 
eral conditions of the islands, and, second- 
iy, the measures most likely to remove oO! 
minimize those evi.s. 

The chief evils may be, in our opinion, 
grouped under four heads: 

“1. Those which appear to inevitably at- 
tend the election of a King in Samoa and 
his subsequent efforts to exert his author- 
liy. 

My Those which are due to the rivalry 
of the foreign nationalities, between them- 
selves, and to their disposition to take sides 
in (he native politics and thus increase the 
importance and bitterness of the disputes 
which arise. 

“2? A third class of evils have their origin 
in the fact that for many years there has 
been no law or government in Samoa other 
than native custom outside the limits of the 
municipality. Murder and other serious 
crimes have remained unpunished when 
committed by persons of rank, and the Su- 
preme Court and the nominal Government 
at Mulinuu have been cqually powerless to 
exert any force. 

‘4. The ingufficient enforcement of the 
customs regu'ations has allowed unscrupu- 
lous traders to dis. ribute large numbers of 
arms among a native population rent b 
political factions and ready to fight bot 
one another and Europeans. 

“In the place of the kingship we propose 
to create asystem of native government an- 
alagous to that which works successfully In 
Fiji. The tslands wiil be divided into cer- 
tain administrative districts (correspond- 
ing as nearly as possible with those rec- 
ognized by Samoan usage), for each of 
wh .ch a chief will be responsible, and these 
chiefs will meet annually in a native coun- 
cil to discuss such matters ase interest them 
and make recommendations ‘to the adminis- 
trative council. Native courts will b al- 
lowed to punish minor crimes according to 
native laws and customs, and every pro- 
vision has been made to secure to the Sam- 
oan popu.ation complete independence and 
self-government. We fear, however, that 
the same causes which produce rival 
Kings will long continue to produce rival 
chiefs, who wi!l claim the post of the pro- 
vincial Government and create continued 
dissension.”’ 

The names of the commissioners who 
make these recommendations are: Bartlett 
Tripp, High Commissioner of the United 
States; C. N. C. Eliot, Her Britannic Maj- 
eaty’s High Commissioner; H. Sternberger, 
High Commissioner of Germany.
